BOYS. TOOK REFUGE IN 
AN ABANDONED MINE 


Dogs Find What Seems to Be a 
Fresh Trail—Spaugh Family 
Arrested Again—Funeral of tho 
Victim.

(By Telephone from Ironton, Mo.) 
What is believed to be a fresh tral of 
“Bill” and- Arthur Spaugnh, selining of 
Sheriff John W. Polk of Ironton, is being 
followed by bloodhounds and a posse in a 
northeasteriy direction toward S5t. Louis 


from Pilot Knob. 
The evident freshness of the trail, judged 


by the- conduct of the dogs, leads to the 
conclusion that the fugitives left the moun- 
tain during the night, after having hidden 
in an abandoned tunnel on the mountain 


gince Thursday night. 

When the dogs were first taken to Pilot 
Knob Saturday morning by Deputy Sheriff 
Marshall's posse of 15 men, they ranged 
about for some time at its base and final- 
ly struck what seemed to be an old trail 
as they followed it with difficulty. They 
lost it once or twice but found it again 
and held to it until it led them to an 
abandoned tunnel on the northeast side of 
the mountain which had formerly led en- 
tirely through the mountain but which had 
been blocked by caye- -ins since its aband- 
onmer — 

Appreciating 7 eres which two 
armed and desperate men would have in 
the darkness of the tunnel the members 
of the posse did not attempt to enter. The 
Sowa, ‘in granging around the enffanve to 
~ the «tunnel, struck another trail and test!- 
fied to its freshness by setting off on it 
at a smart pace and baying deeply. 

The direction was northeast through the 
Ozarks in the general direction of the Mis- 
siesippi River and St. Louis. 

The dogs were held back long enough 
to permit the members of the posse who 
had not brought .their horses along to go 
back to Ironton and get them. The dogs 
Were then unleashed and set off on the 
trail, followed by about 2% horsemen. 

Earlier in the day it was the belief that 
the men had been surrounded on Pilot 
Knov. Excitement was caused in Ironton 
between & and 9 o'clock by the receipt of 
telephone messages from residences on the 
mountain, which stated that the baying of 
the hounds and shooting had been heard. 


Armed Men in Pursuit, 


When this news spread through Ironton 
many men, armed with Winchesters and 
Shotguns, hurried to the mountain, a mile 
and a half from the town, and deployed 
right and left so as to surround It as near- 
ly as possible. 

There were 15 men armed with Winches- 
ters and shotguns in the posse which lef: 
the Ironton Jail at 7 o'clock Saturday 
morning under the command of Deputy 
Sheriff John I. Marshall for Pilot Knwb, 
across the beautiful Arcadia Valley. Two 
were on horseback to be able to gallop 
back to town for reinforcements if they 
were needed. The others were taken to 
the mountain in hacks. 

As the members of the posse were put- 
ting their guns and bloodhounds in the 
vehicles an undertaker’s wagon drove up 
to the residence of the murdered sheriff 
with the caaket in which the official is to 
be buried.

Mulvthill Can't Revoke 


Licenses of Saloon Keepers 
for Keeping Open Sunday

It Is Held in Seebo'd Test Case That Only the Courts, After 
Convictions, Have the Power to Thus Enforce the Sunday 


Law, and That Excise 


Commissioner Exceeds 


His Authority. 


The decision does not question the va- 
lidity of the revocation of dramshop li- 
censes for violation of the Sunday-clos- 
ing law. It does deny the right of the 
Excise Cogimissioner, acting solely on 
his own authority, to revoke dramshop 
licenses on this charge. It is Judge 
Moore’s argument that violation of the 
Sunday-closing law ts a purely statu- 
tory offense, for which certain penalties 
are prescribed, and that revocation of li- 
cense is one of these penalties when the 
defendant shall have been properly con- 
victeg in a court of law. 


Judge Moore, in the Court of Criminal 
Correction, handed down a decision Satur- 
day in the case of John Sechold, charged 
with selling liquor without a license fol- 
lowing the revocation of his saloon license 
by Excise Commissioner Mulvihill, in 
which he pronounced the defendant not 
guilty, ruled that the Excise Commissioner 
had no authority to revoke the license in 
this especial case, and ordered the dis- 
charge of defendant. 

The court supports in effect the conten- 
tion of the defense that the Excise Com- 
missioner’s authority to fevoke dramshop 
license may not exceed that conferred upon 
County Courts by the general law, and 
that where, in the provisions of the act 
creating the office of Excise Commissioner, 
the latter is empowered to revoke licenses 
for other cause, the provision is local and 
in conflict with the law, and, therefore, null 
and void. 

This ruling by Judge Moore bears di- 
rectly upon all revocations of saloon Ili- 
censes by the Excise Commissioner on 
the charge of keeping saloons open on Sun- 
day and limits the authority of the Excise 
Commissioner to that conferred upon coun- 
ty courts, denying the legality of the act 
under which the Excise Commissioner holds 
office and discharges the duties of his 
position. 

Excise Commissioner Mulvihill announeed 
that Judge Moore’s decision would not 
chanse his mode of procedure in the least. 

Anfappeal will be taken to the Court of 
Appeals hy Prosecuting Attorney Williams, 
anticipating such action by Judge 
Moore, brought evidence before the grand 
jury, on which Seebold was indicted sever- 
al days ago. It is the intention to take 
the case into the Supreme Court if neces- 
sary. ‘ 

The closing paragraph of Judge Moore's 
decision read. as follows: 

“The court finds, therefore, that the 
Excise Commissioner of St. Louis, in at- 
tempting to revoke the dramshop license 
of John Seebold, for the causes and in 
the manner as set forth in the agreed 
statement of fact, exceeded his authority, 
and that the so-called revocation, he being 
without authority or jurisdiction in the 
premises, was and ts void, and the said 
John Seebold at the time complained of 
in the information in this oase was a 
duly licensed dramshop keeper, and that 
said license was in full force and effect. 
and that, therefore, he eould not be and 
was not guilty as charged.”’ 


Authorities Cited. 


The court’s decision was of unusual] 
length, and many authorities were cited in! 
support of the ruling. The three sections 
of the Revised Statutes of Missouri for 
1999 bearing upon the case at issue were 
quoted. The contention of the de- 
fense, as reviewed in the decision, was 
that the statute defining the powers of 
the Excise Commissioner, if properly in- 
terpreted. means thet the Excise Commis- 
sioner may revoke a dramshop license for 
such violation or act as County Courts

confining itself? to an expression upon the 
Excise Commissioner's right to revoke See- 
bold’s license “‘for the causes and in the 
manner set forth’’ in this particular case. 


Courts’ Power. 
The statute conferring revocation au- 
thority on County Courts, quoted in full 
in Judge Moore's ruling, is as follows: 


Section 3012—The County 
throughout the state are empowered to 
revoke the license of a dramshop keeper, 
upon proper complaint, whe has not at 
all times kept an orderly house.” 

By the provisiong of Section 3011 of the 
Revised Statutes, also quoted in Judge 
Moore's decision, it is made a criminal 
offense for a licensed dramshop keeper 
to keep open and sell, give away or oth- 
érwise dispose of liquor on the first day 
of the week, the penalty prescribed be- 
ing a fine of not less than $50, nor more 
than $200, and a forfeiture of license, 
the offender to be ineiigible for license 
for two years thereafter. 

Section 3021 of the Revised Statutes, 
embodted in Judge Moore's ruling, in 
conformity with the act creating the of- 
fice of Excise Commissioner, provides 
that the Excise Commissioner shall have 
authority to revoke any licenses by him 
@ranted, if the dramshop keeper shall 
violate any of the prov’sions of the laws of 
the State governing dramsehops. 

It is this statute which the defense 
contends is local and special to St. Louis 
and, therefore, void, if interpreted to 
mean that the Excise Commissioner cun 
do more than revoke licenses for the 
Samec cause, that of keeping a disorder- 
ly place, as is specified in the authoriiy 
conterred on county courts. 

Judge Moore said to a Post- Dispatch 
reporter, foll: wing the handing down of 
his decision in*the Seebold case, that he 
denied the right of the Excise Commis- 
sioner to revoke licenses on the charge 
of keepng open on Sunday because such 
act constituted a purely statutory of- 
fense. for which special penalties were 
provided, and tha’ if. on trial by jury, 
a defendant wag ‘found guilty, his con- 
viction carried with it the revocation of 
license and that the Excise Commissioner 
then acted under the authority of such 
conviction. Judge Moore added that he 
was very desirous that this case should 
be carried to the State Supreme Court, 
where the points at issue could be def- 
initely passed upon in the most con- 
vincing manner.

TRIP OVER OCEAN 


Alleged Get-Rich-Quick Promoter 
Arrives in Charge of Detective 
Killian, Who Brought Him 
From London. 


JUMPED $7000 BOND 
AFTER HIS ARREST 


Officer Registered Prisoner as His 
Valet in Steamer Coming Back 
to Keep a Closer Watch and 
Avoid Embarrassments. 


Detective Lee Killian arrived in St. Louis 
Saturday afternoon with Arthur F. Mc- 
[Intyre from London, England. McIntyre 
has been extradited from England to an- 
Swer to the charge of embezzling $&%. He 
left St. Louis on April 15 and sailed from 
New York a couple of days later. The 
slow-moving English processes caused him 
to remain in London much longer than the 
detective expected. 

McIntyre. who was connected with one 
of the get-rich-quick concerns at the time 
of the Arnold and Ryan failures, was in- 
dicted on the charge of using the mails to 
defraud. He gave a bond of $7000 with John 
H. Vette as surety and left the country. 
As he could not be extradited from London 
on the charge of using the mails to de- 
fraud, he was indicted by the St. Louis 
grand jury on the charge of embezzling $90 
from T. E. Price & Co. 

It was after he had ben convicted in the 
Federal Court of using the mails to de- 
fraud and had been sentenced to two years 
in the penitentiary that aeere gave the 
$7000 bond and disappeared. reward of 
$500 was paid for his ache agg Vette paid 
the expenses of his extradition. 

To have him under more thorough sur 
veillance and avoid attracting attention to 
the fact that he was a prisoner. iKIilian 
registered McIntyre as his valet on the 
ship coming over. 


INDICTED TWO YEARS 
AGO, HE IVES BOND 


CU. H. Brooks, Alleged Get-Rich- 
Quick Man, Surrenders and 
Goes Free Again. 


Cc. H. Brooks, indicted two years ago 
for alleged participation in  get-rich- 
quick concerns in St. Louis, walked into 
the. Four Courts Saturday, surrendered 
himself, gave $1500 bond, and passed 
out. 

Brooks was for some time associated 
with Maj. Hugh J. Dennis, controlling 
spirit of the Rialto Grain and Securities 
Co. and its predecessor, the Brooks Com- 
mission Co. Brooks was the head of the 
latter coneern during its flourishing 
days. After the collapse of the numer- 
ous concerns of the kind, Brooks left the 
city.

It was in conection with the Rialto 
Grain and Securities Co., successor of the 
Brooks Commission Co., that United 
States Senator J. R. Burton of Kansas 
was indicted. tried and convicted on the 
charge of using his official position to 
prevent the issuance of a fraud order 
by the Postoffice Department against tne 
company. Senator Burton's conviction 
was set aside on apepal! to the Supreme 
Court, but he has again been indicted.

PHILADELPHIA, May 27.—Mayor Wea- 
ver and the forces of reform have won in 
their fight against the Philadelphia ‘gas 
grab.”’ 

The “organization” leaders announced 
this afternoon that the United Gas Im- 
provement Co. has withdrawn its $25,000,000 
offer for a 7 years’ lease on the city’s gas 
plent 

The “gang's surrender followed a con- 
ference between “Bosses’’ Durham, Seger 
and McNichols of the “ring’’ and President 
Dolan of the gas company. 

The corporation’s withdrawal from the 
negotiation took the form of the following 
letter from President McCurdy of the 
Common Councils: 

“The manner in which the whole sub- 
ject has been treated induces the United 
Gas Improvement Co. to believe that the 
community is opposed to any extension 
of the gas lease on any terms. 

“This being so, this company is unwill- 
ing to accept the ordinance which has been 
passed or to enter into any coMmract 
whatever with the city looking to any 
variation of the terms of the present leaze. 

“The United Gas Improvement Co. there- 
fore begs respectfully to advise the coun- 
cils that, for the reasons stated above, 
should the pending ordinance become a law, 
it will not be accepted by it’’. 

Mayor Weaver struck still another heavy 
blow at the “organization” today by hold- 
ing up the annual street cleaning contract, 
one of the ‘“‘gang'’s’’ richest perquisites. 

This contract is now held by Vares Bres. 
It expires June 1 amd arrangements had 
been made to renew it then, for another 
year, at much more profitable figures. 

The Mayor has ordered all negotiations 
off and directed that bids be advertised for 
on the work.

Charies W. Burns, arrested Friday 
evening by Detective Dooley on complaint 
of Rev. F. W. Simpson of Bowman Church, 
Twentieth street and. Obear avenue, who 
accompanied the detective, on charges of 
using the mails to defraud, was Saturday 
held in $1000 bond by United States Com- 
missioner Gray. 

To Postoffice Inspector Syllivan and Dis 
trict Attorney Dyer, Burns admitted that 
he had written the letters, which demand- 
ed from a dozen or more preachers pay- 
ment of $50 on the threat that otherwise 
the writer would disclose damaging dis- 
coveries concerning them.

Three weeks ago Burns came to St. Louls 
and opened a confectionery store at 2310 
Easton avenue. Soon afterward preach- 
ers in different parts of the city began to 
receive letters, signed “John Roberts.” 
Each demanded $0, saying: 

“You may not think pgople are ‘onto’ 
you, but I am. If you do not send me 
$50 at once, so I can get out of town, I 
will tell what I know.” 

The preacher was told to send the money 
to the Baeston avenue address, where the 
writer's friend, Clarence W. Burns, would 
forward it to him. 

Mr. Simpeon got his letter Friday, and 
immediately reported it to the Postoffice 


authorities. It was decided that a city de- 
tective would probably have better suc- 
cess than a Government detective, and 
Dool was assigned. Mr. Simpson went 
with him.

Oma J., the Texas surprise, was winning 
the second race of the afternoon at the 
Fair Grounds, Friday. 

Around the turn into the final stretch 
swept the gritty little gelding, the field 
following like the tall of a kite. It was 
Oma J.’s race, but the others kept the run- 
ning and the crowded grandstand was held 
in intense suspense. 

The race was interesting.

Back of the press box in the grandstand 
23 women stood a-tiptoe on their chairs 
and screamed with excitement. Incidental- 
ly, 16 men, part of the group, showed 
similar interest. Oma J. went under the

Seventeen of those 2 women sat down in 
Three clapped their hands and 
cheered. Three others made little sign of 
emotion if they felt any. However, one 
of these had a sleeping baby in her arms 
and may have feared to awaken it. 

And the men-—well, the men acted as men 
usually do at races. It is not the men that 
make races at the Fair Grounds different; 


it's the women. 

The grandstand Friday afternoon, be- 
cause of these women, presented a scene 
that probably could not be seen in any 
other city of the United States. It was 
remarkable and it was deplorable! 

There is the height of romance in the 
picture of hundreds of women—the gay col- 
ors of their dresses, the pretty flush of ex- 
citement in their cheeks, their little shrieks 
of pleasure or of disappointment—watching 
horse racing. But— 

That was not the picture at the Fair 


Grounds Friday. 
Exciting Game of Chance. 


To the eager, strained gaze of those wom- 
en standing on the chairs in the grand 
stand. erying, almost sobbing, some of 
them: “Come on, Landsdown! Come on, 
Landsdown!” the sight of those magnifi- 
eent horses running with all the speed of 
their thoroughbred training in a heart- 
breaking contest for supremacy, was not a 
sport! It was merely a part of an ex- 
citing game of chance—a gamble. 

To those women, all the beauty of that 
race—counting in even the pretty suits of 
the jockeys—meant nothing more than a 
number or color of their choosing would 
have meant to them on a roulette wheel. 

You could see that In their faces, the 
faces most of them of plain, hard-working 
women. Of that group back of the press- 
box, three belied their appearance, if wash- 
ing other people's clothes dees not occupy 
a large part of their time. And they were 
not the ones that seemed least able to 
afford the lossed to the bookmakers. 

Not less than 18 of those 23 women spoken 
of had bets on that race, bets the los- 
ing of which meant a great deal to them, 
All of the number, probably, placed bets 
during the afternoon. The.ope group is 
intended simply to illustrate conditions 
from one end‘ of the grandstand to the 
other—from the east end to the west end, 
where colored folk form the crowd. It’s 
easier to get statistics in a small crowd, 
but those given must fairly represent con- 
ditions all through the amphitheater. 

That is the result of the free racing with 
which local tracks are being closed, prepar- 
atory to the taking effect of the breeders’ 
law, June 16, when racing will cease. The 
sport has been turned into a game of 
chance for people who have noither the lei- 
sure nor the funda for the costly game 
of backing racehorses. The bookmakers. 
ones content to live by the foolishness of 
the men with nothing better to do, now 
gather In the dollars of the poor--and of 
poor women. 

Graft reigns at the tracks. 

Attracted by the “No admission charge"’ 
advertisement, hundreds of persons see the 
races in St. Louls now that never saw 
them before. Women get their first lesson 
in the abundant grafting the moment they 
step off the crowded cars at the gate. 
Boys are crying: 

“Free pass to the grandstand, 25 cents!”’ 
Sonie women buy, not knowing that the 
grandstand as wel] as general admission is 
free. Most of them know, however, for 
most of them have been there before. 


Pass for Glass of Beer, 
Occasionally the ticket taker, who never 
takes up tickets, at the gate, refuses a 
man admittance. Then the man _ walks 
across to the saloon opposite the entrance 
buys a glass of beer and is given a season 
ticket of the St. Louls Falr Association. 
Holding this in his hand as he goes through 
the gate, he is passed without question. 
Had he known beforehand of the require- 
ment, he would have got an annual pass 
at his barber shop, cigar store or some 
downtown saloon.

Tokio to the Associated Press saying it was 
rumored that the fleets have already en- 
gaged in the Straits of Corea aroused in- 
terest at the admiralty, but nothing con- 
firmatory had been re¢eived there up to the 
time this dispatch was filed. 

The majority of the officers were —in- 
clined to doubt the accuracy of the Tokio 
report, believing that Rojestvensky with 
his fighting ships is heading northward 
along the eastern coast of Japan. 

Others, on the contrary, considered it 
quite likely that Rojestvensky, after pass- 
ing out into the Pacific, doubled back 
through the Luchu Islands and will take 
the straightest course for Viadivostok. 

Rojestvensky, they point, is a believer in 
strategy and mystification a his cruise 
in the Pacific may have beergnot only to 
avoid the danger of mines and _ torpedo- 
boat attacks in the shallow waters of the 
Straits of Formosa, but to deceive the Jap- 
anese into the belief that his objective was 
either the Tsugaru or La Perouse Straits, 
while in reality he changed his course and 
headed for the Straits of Corea. 

As a matter of fact, Rojestvensky seems 
to have mystified his own admiralty as 
much as the Japanese. 

On one hand the appearance of Russian 
colliers and converted cruisers off Shang- 
hai is taken as being confirmatory of the 
theory that Rojestvensky’s fighting division 
headed back after circling the Island of 
Formosa and on the other the presence of 
colliers and converted cruisers off Shang- 
hai is regarded as a blind to confuse the 
Japanese. 

The order sent to the Japanese merchant 
vessels at Chefoo to await instructions be- 
fore sailing are considered to strengthen 
the former view indicating that Admiral

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AN OBJECT LESSON FOR ST. LOUIS, 

The opening of the Thebes bridge over the Mississippi and 
ite effect upon traffic afford a timely object lesson for St. Louis. 

This new bridge and its traffic arrangements duplicate, in 
miniature, the St. Louis system, with the difference that the 
Thebes bridge has no bridge arbitrary. It accommodates five 
railroads, which use it under an agreement, each road bearing 
its pro rata expense. 

Unlike the St. Louis combination, however, the roads which 
use the Thebes bridge treat this bridge as a part of the road- 
bed rather than an opportunity for undue profit. The expense 
of the bridge is a part of the general expenses of the roads. 
They do not levy a special bridge toll. All the traffic bears the 
expense of the bridge, as all the traffic on every railroad ought 
to bear the expense of bridges and terminals. This is but just, 
as every part of the traffic uses the bridges, roadbed and ter- 
minals. 

The roads using the Thebes bridge have no intention of mak- 
ing a terminus on its east side and demanding a special toll for 
crossing the bridge. To do this would be to duplicate the con- 
dition at St. Louis, But the Thebes bridge traffic arrangement 
prov that such a condition at St. Louis is abnormal and 
unjust. 


Another point for St. Louis to note is that wherever the 

‘foalis using this new bridge come in competition with the roads 
_ wing the Eads and Merchants bridges, the arbitrary is absorbed 

by the latter. Competition forces this concession, showing con- 

clusively that the arbitrary is the logical result of monopoly. 

The lesson is plain. If the arbitrary on St. Louis business in 
some cases can be absorbed, as is done in this case where com- 

«* petition compels such absorption, all of it could and would be 
absorbed if competition existed. The moment St. Louis business 
men take the question up from this standpoint and force the 
hands of the bridge and terminal combine by the erection of 
another bridge—if necessary even building another railway to 
tap the territory of the combine—that moment the arbitrary 
would be abolished once and for all. 

The bridge arbitrary is shown by the Thebes bridge condition 
to be a monopoly charge, abnormal, unnecessary and unjust. 
If a part of the traffic escapes this charge while the rest is 
compelled to pay it, as is now the case ,the absurdity ef the sit- 
uation is manifest. The way out is plain and simple. If the 

 pailroads cannot be induced to abolish the arbitrary in their 
own interest and in the interest of the city, they must be forced 
by law to give St. Louis justice, or competition must be created 
and maintained. 

The bridge arbitrary must go. 
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Coal consumers have a notion that when there has been a 
reduction in rates on coal freight they pay the same old prices, 
while in case of an increase they have to pay the added figures.

Park Commissioner Aull’s plan of laying out a speedway in 
Vorest Park is 9 matter or more than ordinary interest. There 
is no speedway in St. Louis at present, and the temptation to 
‘use such floor-like thoroughfares as Lindell boulevard, Locust 
street, Washington and West Pine boulevards to scorch with 
automobiles and race with horses, to the great danger of life 
and limb, is so strong that arrests for violation of the speed 
ordinance are of almost daily occurrence. 

_ A speedway on public property would not only obviate this

With the beginning of warm weather the city is having trou- 
ble with the sprinkling contractors, and many complaints are 
heard of neglect to perform the service contracted for in a sat- 
isfactory manner. 


The present system, under which contracts are made on pub-| 


lic bids, is a great improvement over the old private contract 
system, which was abolished through the efforts of the Post- 
Dispatch. When properly done, the sprinkling is now uniform, 
and the cost has been greatly reduced. 

But the final and logical solution of the problem, both as to 
effective sprinkling and reduction in cost, is to be found in the 
city’s doing this work direct. The contract method has been 
tried for many years atid found wanting. 

Street sprinkling is merely. a part of the necessary work of 
keeping the streets clean and in a sanitary condition. A large 
part of this work is already performed by the city itself, and 
the sprinkling, like the sweeping and garbage collection, is 
strictly and properly a duty of the municipality. 

The corporate idea in regard to municipal work applies in this 
case. No corporation would continue to employ contractors to 
clean floors or alleys if such employment meant neglect and un- 
necessary expense. The corporation would do its own work

The Temporary Court Order 
Apainst Grading It as No. 2 
Red Winter Is Vacated by 
Jndge Douglas’ Decision Today. 


WAREHOUSE COMMISSION 
SUSTAINED BY COURT 


Millions of Bushels of Wheat Re- 


leased by Adverse Decision of 
Suit of Thomas Akin and 
Others Who Opposed Policy.

Judge Douglas, tn the Circuit Court, Sat- 
urday denied the injunction § asked for 
against the grading of red Russian wheat 
as No. 2 red winter wheat, and the tem- 
porary injunction issued heretofo; by 
Judge Kinsey wus vacated. 

In his written decision Judge 
found the characteristics of red winter 
wheat to be that it was red, winter and 
soft. He found’ that red Russian wheat 
had the same characteristics. No evidence 
had been Offered to support the allegation 
that the Rajlroad and Warehouse Commis- 
joners and the grain inspectors and in 
terested persons had entered into a wrong- 
ful and unlawfu) agreement to grade the 
Russian as No. 2 winter. The evidence 
was that the Inspectors had graded the 
wheat without interference from the Com- 
missioners. Even if the Court considered 
that the Russian wheat was inferior, he 
did not think that he would have the right 
to interfere, because the inspectors had ex- 
ercised their judgment and discretion, anda 
even assuming that they had graded it un- 
wigely there was nothing to justify the 
Court in attempting to substitute his judg- 
ment for theirs. In conclusion he stated 
that the evidence failed to bring the case 
within any of the recognized exceptions. 

The decision follows a trial of the issues 
in the case which lasted almost all of last 
week in Division 6 of the Circuit Court and 
eight days of coneideration as to his decis- 
jon by the jurist. 

The question at issue was upon a policy 
which has been pursued in the St. Louts 
market for some time past. 

Thomas Akin, who had many bushels of 
May wheat stored in St. Louts and East St. 
Louis elevators, applied to the Circuit 
Court early this month for an injunction 
against the Missouri Board of Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners, the Chief Grain 
Inspector of Missouri and his deputies and 
the Merchants’ Exchange Board of St. 
Iuis, asking that they be restrained from 
Classifying red Russian wheat as No. 2 
red winter, 

The injunction was asked for on the 
ee that the Russian quality was in- 
erlor to: the native and caused dissatisfac- 


tion among the merchants who came to 
St. Louis markets to purchase their wheat. 


Spencer’s Contention. 


Corwin H. Spencer, the St. Louisan who 
had been previously styled the ‘‘Wheat 
King’’ of the Southwest, told on the wit-

The reorganization of the House of Dele- 
gates, which was effected last night by 


a combination of nine Republicans and six 


Democrats, is recognized by politicians as 
new Speaker 


a Butler move, although the 
claims his record in the House has been 
anti-Wutiler. 

Fifteen members voted to declare all the 
offices vacant. Twelve voted against the 
resolution, which was offered by Delegate 
Williams, a Butler man from the Four- 
teenth Ward. 

Delegate James J. Nash of the Twenty- 
sixth dodged the vote. Later on Nash 
voted with the reorganizers and was re- 
warded by beng made Speaker pro tem. 

Delegate John J. O’Brien was elected 
Speaker to succeed Daniel F. Meehan. 

Clerk Stepken A. Martin, Assistant Clerk 
Thomas J. Leonard and Page Daniel Cor- 
bett were retained. Sergeant-at-Arms 
John Strobel, one of Senator “Tom’’ Kin- 
ney’s lieutenants, Wwas “bounced” and 
“Jerry’’ McGrath named as his successor. 


O’Brien Calls on Mayor. 

Speaker O’Brien and Nash called 
Mayor Wells Saturday morning and assured 
him of the support and friendship of the 
reorganized House. 

The Mayor told them he was glad to 
hear them speak in such a kind way. 
He said he had really got used to it, how- 
ever, as not a member of either house 
had expressed himself in any other than 
a friendly way. 

The Mayor assured the new officers of 
the House that he was quite confident of 
the ability of that body to take care of 
its own affairs, and that he felt no con- 
cern in any reorganizations that had been 
or might be affected. 

The Mayor was feeling very good after 
a three-days’ visit to Chicago, from which 
he ‘had just returned, and Messrs. O'Brien 
and Nash were likewise feeling very 
good, because of their victory of Friday 
nignt. 

It is not believed at the City Hall Satur- 
day that the hand of “Col. Ed’ Butlez 
was quite so prominent in the reorganiza- 
tion as it was supposed to be. Both O’Brien 
and Nash have been supporters of the ad- 
ministration, and were with the Mayor in 
the inost recent garbage legislation. 
O’Brien declares he is not connected with 
or interested In Butler. 

“Il wouldn’t know Butler if I met him 
on the street,’’ he said. ‘‘He had nothing 
to do with the reorganization; at least, [ 
know he had nothing to do with my elec- 
tion. The House was reorganized because 
the members were dissatisfied with the 
assignments of committees and with out- 
side interference in its affairs.’’ 

The ‘outside interference’’ referred to is 
accepted as a reference to the active in- 
terest State Senator Tom Kinney has tak- 
en in the House. Kinney was the power 
which effected the original House organiza- 
tion, when O’Brien and Nash were defeated 
for the positions to which they were elect- 
ed Ifriday night. 


Slap at Hawes, 

The reorganization is considered a slap 
at Harry Hawes, who exerted all his in- 
fluence to make Meehan Speaker. Meehan 
visited West Baden Springs, where Hawes 
went after the spring electon, and talked 
to him before he selected the House com- 
mittees. 


O’Brien succeeded Charles F. Kelly in 
the liouse of Delegates from the Twen- 
tieth Ward. Unlike Kelly, O’Brien has 
always, heretofore, opposed the Butler 
forces in the house. Five of the six 
Democratic votes that made O’Brien 
Speaker were furnished by Butler men. 

Weidmer, Zimmerman, Conran, Wil- 
liams -and Gazzolo were the Butler mem- 
bers, who lined up with O’Brien. Nash 
is considered a political protege of Po- 
lice Commissioner Blong. Nash's break 
indicates, to politicians, that Blong is 
no jonger allied with Hawes. 

Three Republicans, Kollas, Hallock and 
Simmons, held out against the reorgan- 
ization, expecting recognition from 
Mayor Wells, and more desirable com- 
inittee assignments frony Meehan. When 
the Mayor told Delegate Weidmer that 
he was not interested in the personne! 
of the officers of the house and only 
desired the co-operation of the body in 
giving the city a good administration, 
the Republicans went to the reorganiz- 
ers. 

Clerk Steve Martin held his job be- 
cause of his popularity with all the 
members. Assistant Clerk Leonard held 
his berth because of his “pull” with

Jury Sentencing Bigamist? 


Whether the photograph showing James 
B. McLendon with one of his wives and 
their two small daughters caused the jury 
to be lenient or harsh with him in con- 


sidering whether he was guilty of the 
crime of bigamy is a question on which 
there are two opinions. 

The picture was used by both the State 
and the defense. It was introduced first 
by the defense, McLendon’s attorney beg- 
ging the jury to look upon the fair faces

The State’s Attorney, in presenting the 
photograph to the jury, begged them to 
avenge the wrong done them by the fa- 
ther who had deserted them and their 
mother. 

The jury deliberated two hours and then 
returned a verdict of guilty and fixed Mo- 
Lendon’s punishment at four years in the 
penitentiary.

The question is, ‘““‘Did the defense’s pre- 
sentation of the picture lead the jury to 
give a lighter sentence than it would oth- 
erwise have given, or did the S8State’s 
presentation of the same picture lead it 
to give a heavier one than would other- 
wise have been returned?” 

McLendon is not satisfied with the ver- 
dict. He says he will appeal. 

The case was tried Friday in Judge Fos- 
ter’s Criminal Division of the Circuit 
Court. The State charged that McLendon 
married Mabel Champion of Lapine, Ala., 
10 years ago, and two years ago deserted 
her and their daughters, Julia, 8 years 
old, and Evelyn, 6. 

He came to St. Louis, and last Decem- 
ber married Emma Petersen of 802 North 
Broadway, not having obtained a divorce. 
He was arrested in Oklahoma City the 
first of this vear. Neither of the women 
appeared as a witness, but their relatives 
were witnesses for the State. McLendon 


did not take the stand or offer any testi- 


mony in defense.

ARBITRARY DRIVES 
MOTOR CO. AWAY 


St. Louis Carriage Company An- 
nonnces Removal Because of 
Excessive Bridge Tolls. 


One hundred and thirty men, whose sai- 
aries amount in the aggregate to more than 
$100,000 a year, will be compelled to leave 
St. Louls in consequence of the remova! 
to the east side of the river of the Bt. 
Louls Motor Carriage Co., 1211 North Van- 
deventer avenue, because of the bridge 
arbitrary and inadequate railroad facili- 
ties. 

General Manager Jesse L. French said 
today that the company had not yet de- 
cided upon its new location, but that this 
would be settled within a short time, 

The St. Louis Motor Carriage Co. is 
one of the largest concerns of its kind 
in the West. In 1904 it manufactured 
300 automobiles and the output for 1905 
will be still larger. 

‘The delay and expense incidental to 
incoming and outgoing shipments,’ said 
Mr. French, “put us at a severe disad- 
vantage with our Eastern competitors. 
The bridge toll is an additional hardship 
on 


us. 
“krequently the cost of transferring 
goods across the Mississippi river 
amounts to 25 per cent of the total 
freight charge. 

An ‘iustration may be cited in the 
case of a recent shipment from Jackson, 
Mich. The freight charge was $2.70, 
while the bridge charge amounted to 60 
cents: another shipment from the same 
place showed $3.33 freight charges aml 
the bridge transfer amounted to 74 cents. 

“On goods shipped from Newark, O., 
more than 400 miles from St. Louis, we 
paid a freight charge of $1.04 and bridge 
tax of 25 cents, while the bridge charge 
on a case of lamps from Philadelphia 
was 29 cents. 

‘Most of our outbound shipments are 
in varload lots. The finished machines 
are conveyed by wagon to East St. Louls 
and loaded on the cars. Three men gen- 
erally accompany the machines. 

“The bridge charge is 30 cents for 
each machine and besides this the men 
have to pay bridge charges coming back. 
When we consider the time consumed 
in getting the goods across the 
and ioading them onto cars the 
per machine averages almost $10.

Floral Decorations in Churches 
for Ceremonies.

CLEVELAND, O., May 27.—Bishop Leon- 
ard of the Episcopal diocese of Northern 
Ohio has ordered printed a small pamphiet 
for the guidance of florists and of partici- 
pants in cathedral weddings.
